Will Probe 
Mysteries 
Of Planet 


Planned Following 
Balloon Flight To 
992 Miles In Space 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla (AP) 
—With a successful balloon shot 
in the record books, the nation’s 
space agency now takes dead aim 
at Venus with an interplanetary 
spaceship scheduled for launching 
Saturday. 
An Atlas-Agena B rocket is set 
to blast off tefore dawn Saturday 
to start a Manner I spacecraft 
on a 226 mil hon mile journey to 
probe mystenes of the cloud- 
shrouded neighboring planet 
Scientists and technicians la­ 
bors! Wednesday to ready the 
rocket and payload as another 
group launched a 135-foot diame­ 
ter balloon to a point 992 miles 
in space to test ejection and in­ 
flation techniques for an improved 
Echo communications satellite. 
The balloon, folded rn the nose 
of the Thor booster on launching, 
separated and inflated successful­ 
ly at an altitude of 230 miles and 
soared upward to its planned tra ­ 
jectory peak before falling back 
to burn up in the Earth’s atmos­ 
phere, as planned, 23 minutes aft­ 
er launching 
Project officials watched the in­ 
flation. flight and burnup of the 
giant sphere on closed circuit tel­ 
evision relayed from a camera 
mounted rn the Thor nose. 
The National Aeronautics and

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Medica re Issue Fizzled Out 


The Kennedy administration’s “medicare” 
propo.sal has flopped in this section of Con­ 
gress, as we felt sure it would. 
It was our belief that the politicians would 
goad the medical profe.ssion into a state of 
near-hy.steria over this pn>posal, then leave 
the doctors high and dry for the 1962 
congressional elections. 
IVhat the politicians wanted, we felt sure, 
wa.s the issue of medical care for this 
year’s congressional elections. They did not 
want “medicare” to pa.ss until they 
had 
squeezed the v’otes out of it. 
With this in mind, we .suggested that doc- 
tm-s do evTiything in their power not to ac­ 
commodate the opposition in a game doctors 
w-eren’t skilled at playing. Ncedli^s to say, 
the doctors and thear friends did not read 
to this favorably. 
They may have been right in jx itting up a 
strenuous fight. Perhaps they can regard it 
as practice for the fight they may have to 
put up in the nex t Congress, when pol­ 
iticians favoring some version of the Ken­ 
nedy “medicare” proposal will go to work 
in earnest. 


.\H'ER TIIKIR .setback in the Senate 
Tuesday, sonw? of the politicians may be 
having secoml thoughts about the political 
appeal of this issue. They always knew it 
wasn’t going to rally enough votes in the 
House to come close to pa.ssing, hut they 
thought it had an outside chance in the 
Senate. As such things go, it never had a 
chance there either—not on a 54-48 turndown 
at the climax . 
This may destroy it as a political issue. 
The way it turned out, most .\merieans 
rallied In their doctors instead of to “med­ 
icare.” This doesn’t mean there isn’t still a 
problem of paying the sickness bills of the 
elderly. It does mean that there’s no demon­ 
strable political mileage in a hassle over 
what most dodors insist wnuld have been 
an entering wedge for sodalized medicine. 
That point of view pretty well dead-ends 
any possibility of public intervention to cush­ 
ion sickness costs for elderly .Americans 
who nin short of mom*y in their twilight 
years. 
The alternative is a vast ex tension of what 
h in beir^ now—more imurance sdups to 
cover medical care costs that nmmt to 
ruinous levels. 


TT IS TR.\(iir that the main source of 
the high cost of sicknef^ Is not the cost of 


keeping a dodor on the job hut the co.s* of 
keeping a patient in a tospital. Yet it’s doc­ 
tors who gd blamed and it seems as if they 
go out of their way to sd themselves up 
as targets. 
What aging dtizcns of the United States 
are interested in isn’t socialized medicine 
but a way of paying their sickness bills if 
they haven’t been able to .set aside enough 
to cover all ex igencies. 
They aren’t interested in socializing med­ 
icine, even if .some politicians are. 
They aren’t interested in contributing to 
any federal .snafu. 
'They’re interested si>lely in what has be­ 
come a worrisome problem for millions who 
haven’t much left to lode forward to but 
maintaining .solvency during their declining 
years. 


IT W AS OUR opinion at the l)cginning of 
the medical care debate early this year that 
none of the proposals was worthy of the 
grave problem

confronted

Out of that grew the conviction that the 
doctors shouldn’t let themselves be marched 
into a « ham battle with politicians.

Here 
it is — s t r a i gh t from the 
Pentagon. 


One feature of tl^ national 
scene during the past several 
months has been our running de­ 
bate on fallout .shelters. If the dis- 
cus.sion has at tin^ generated 
rmire heat than light, to me it 
has provided a notable ex ample 
of American democracy at vrork. 
One of the by-products of our 
frjedom of .« qieech is that all of 
us can turn into overniglrf ex perts 
on any subject from ba.seball to 
mofwi flights. And while this popu­ 
lar propen.sity may give the bona 
fide ex perts some pain, the more 
faraghted of them will welcome 
the iirferert <rf their gra.ssroots 
colleagues — for only through the 
onderstaraiing and support that 
comes from free and open debate 
can progress be achieved. 
So it was with fallout .shelters. 


lAST YEAR the Pre;.ident of 
the United Stat« >, after carefully 
weighing the counsel of his scien­ 
tific, 
military, economic 
a nd 
diplomatic advisers, recommended 
the development of a nationwide 
system of fallout shelters. This, 
he emphasized, would provide the 
best insurance for the civilian pop­ 
ulation in case an enemy mis­ 
calculation should ever trigger a 
nuclear war. 
Immediately the debate broke 
out. P« >ple argued whether shel­ 
ters could really protect against 
fallout, whether they would be 
valueless b e c a us e everybody 
would already be dead from blart 
and fire, whether preoccupation 
with .shelters was creat» *..;, a w'ar 
IKiychoiris and divertiig (x ir ef­ 
forts from winning the peace. Sin­ 
cere and intelligent citizens lined 
up on both sides of these ques­ 
tions. 


THE FACTS about fallout pro­ 
tection, as I know them, are 
these: 
In the unluoked for and un­ 
likely event of a nuclear attack 
«HI thi.« country, fallout shelters 
eould save tens of millions of 
lives through protecting those 
who survived the blast and heat 
effects in the target areas. 
While fallout shelters would 
save American lives, no one 
has suggested how they could 
kill or harm a single enemy. 
Thus they can in no sense be

c« insidered as a threat to peace. 
Our over-all national defense 
must include capacity to sur­ 
vive an enemy strike as well 
as to retaliate. Civil defense, 
based on a sound system of 
fallout shelters, increases this 
capability. It is as simple as 
that. 
I caraiot agree that emergency 
planning of this wirt creates a 
“war psydiosis.” We have out­ 
grown the superstitition that buy­ 
ing life insurance is morbid. That 
flood control and tornado shelters 
show a preoccupation with dis- 
a.ster. Ch that requiring lifeboats 
on our ships indicates we con­ 
sider shipwreck to be inevitable. 


PARTICULARLY, I cannot sub­ 
scribe to the belief that providmg 
“.survival insurance” in the form 
of fallout didters somehow di­ 
lute.« our efforts to achieve a just 
ami lasting peace — though it is 
to their c i ^ t that so many 
.Americans 
are 
sincerely 
con­ 
cerned with this question. 
The facts of life are that in 
today’s world, preparedness is 
part of the price of peace. We do 
not hold back from keeping our 
military defenses strong, 
e v e n 
while we patiently r^otiate to 
abolish both war and the means 
of war. Civil defense is no more 
than the shield in relation to the 
sword of military defense. 
While the public debate has 
been stimulatmg, and altc^ether 
in the A ndean tradition,mean­ 
while the work d developing a 
fallout shelter system has been 
moving ahead 


D U I E T L V, without fanfare, 
teams of architects and engineers, 
trained m special courses set up 
by the Dtrfense Departmavt and 
directed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers and the Navy Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, have been 
doing about the country on a na­ 
tionwide survey of available shel­ 
ter space — <m the stmrx l principle 
of beginning with what we have. 
Today we have collect« ! a vast 
amount of data identifying space 
where between 50 and 60 million 
people can be dieltered in ex ist- 
mg structures. Local government 
and local building owners will de­ 
cide how much of this space will 
lie put to use. Most of it should Ix * 
used. 
These shelter areas will now be 
marked and provisioned at federal 
ex jx mse with funds appropriated 
by the (x mgress la.st year

At the end of World War II, spend­ 
ing reached another peak — near­ 
ly $100 billion — in 1945.

.sent federal spending upward to 
anx md $75 billimi in 1953. 
Instead of tapering off sutetan- 
tially after the Korean War, the 
spending Juring the oild war has 
kept on climbing, and thi.s year is 
back ip to around $90 bilUon, 
The idea that mere speraimg of 
money produces prosperity is fal­ 
lacious. It Is the way the money 
is spent wWch counts — « » specially 
whether the furx l.s are used in pri­ 
vate investment for productive 
purposes (hat last beyond just a 
short-term period, 


THE KEY IS not how much 1« 
.spent, but w'bat the money is 
jpent for, IMense money ex p« Ki- 
ed on weapons d« ie^’t develop a 
high volunw of transactions tiiat 
percolate through the 
w h ol e 
economy. 
Private spendmg, on the idher 
hand, usually is for goods that 
have a long-term value and that 
multiply the number of tran.sac- 
tions in the busines.s world. 
A devastatmg rebuttal of the 
spending theory was made recent­ 
ly by Dr. Rajnnood J, SauJnier. 
He wa.s chairman of the Presi- 
dait’s Council of Economic .Advis­ 
ers from 19.57 through I960, but 
his advice wasn’t always fol­ 
lowed. 
In a speed! on Juiw 18 before 
the Babson Institute of Business 
Administration, he said in part: 
“What recent historv tells 
us 


about the effect of increases 'm 
federal spending is not very fav­ 
orable to the view that an econ­ 
omy such as ours can spend itself 
into imospenty via the federal 
budget .,. 
“What thi.c ex perience tells u.« 
is that, if the environmeirf is not 
favorable to an increase in pri­ 
vate spending, an increase in fed­ 
eral spending, even a large in- 
crea.se, is a well-nigh futile ex er­ 
cise. . . . 
“In the fii.st four months of this 
calemlar year, the cash budget erf 
the United States ran a defidt of 
close to $10 billion, on a seasonally 
adjusted annual-rate liasis. In the 
comparable four mcmths of the 
1958-M recovery, the federal cash 
budget show'ed a ¡lurplas of $4.« 
billion, on an annual-rate basis. 
“Yet the unemployment rate ha.« 
actually been 
somewhat 
high­ 
er under the rec*ent defidt than 
it w'a.« iBx ler the earlier surplus. 
There were clouds on the econom­ 
ic horizon in » hose months of sur­ 
plus in 1960, but it mast be con­ 
ceded that the économe sky in 
1962, under very laige deficits, is 
far from entirely clear,” 


DR. S.AITNIER said pointedly 
that to tho.« « "who regard biaiget- 
ary deficits a.s a rtKire or less 
guaranteed formula for ,*ndudng 
a brisk recovery, the present cycle 
mast be a veritable nightmare.” 
He arguix l blimtly that tax reduc- 
tiix is will not l:^ themselves furn- 
iih a remedy, lie added: 
“If there is a need to cut tax es 
in the ex paasion phase of a cyde, 
when we already have a large 
defidt, then there is equally a 
need to eoasider whether we are 
now sp« » nding too much m<mey on 
programs that make no contribu­ 
tion whatev'er to our capacity for 
growth and to coasader whether 
we are doing othtT thii^, entire­ 
ly outside of the tax held, that 
are tending to suppress private 
investment spendii^. 
“If this is what w'e are doing, 
and I think it is, then we careiot 
retrieve the situation with govern­ 
mental red ink. and very few real­ 
ly sofhisticated p« ple will believe 
that we can.” 


THIS IS a period of self-ex ami­ 
nation, and It IS Ix x -ommg clearer 
every day that acroi^ffi-the-boartl 
tax cuts or .simjrfificd tax rules on 
depreciation or other artifidal 
measures will not and cannot of 
themselves do as much good for 
the economy as can a healthy re­ 
duction in unproductive ex pendi­ 
tures for armament and an avoid« 
ance of ex cessive spending for so< 
cial welfare prx ^ams that the na­ 
tional economy at this time can­ 
not reallv afford.

Anthony J. Celebrezze, Cleve­ 
land’s five - time 
m a y o r and 
President Kennedy’s choice for 
secretary 
of 
welfare, 
sounds 
cautious, like his Cabinet pre­ 
decessor, Abraham A. Ribicoff. 
Rut Celebrezze faces a lot of 
unfinished business that falls into 
three main fields: federal aid to 
education, medical care for the 
aged, and running the huge De­ 
partment of 
Health, 
Education 
and Welfare with its 70,000 em­ 
ployes. 
This 51 - year - old lawyer, a 
strong advocate of civil rights but 
with a conservative record as 
mayor, is considered a liberal in 
Cleveland. He i> also an ex cellent 
politician, as his five mayoral vic­ 
tories show. 
Kennedy associates said a key 
factor m picking Celebrezze was 
his reputation as a good admini.s- 
trator. 
Celebrezze 
must 
have been 
guided by his caution or his po­ 
litical sense Staurday when, short­ 
ly after Kennedy picked him as 
a member of the Cabinet, report­ 
ers asked him his views on the 
medical care program. 
He didn’t answer. He said he 
ex pt'cled to discuss this with Ken­ 
nedy and Ribicoff in WashingUin, 
This won’t make any enemies for 
him m the Senate, which is ex ­ 
pected to confirm him quickly. 
Ribicoff, a 52-year-old lawyer 
who quit the cabinet last Thurs­ 
day and was then nominated by 
Connecticut Democrats to run for 
the Senate, was asked his views 
on medical care as Kennedy 
appointed him secretary in 1961 
but before the Senate acted on his 
nomination. 
Ribicoff, who has called himself 
a middle-of • the - roader, didn’t 
make any enemies for himself, 
either. 
He was quoted by the Washing- 
on Star as saying. “It’s a very 
interesting thing that a careful, 
thoughtful analysis of the varying 
positions on the health-care ques­ 
tion indicates that some of these 
group.« are not as far apart as 
they think they are.” 
That must have been news to 
groups like the .American Medi­ 
cal Association, the .AFL-CIO and 
even the Kennedy administration, 
which were miles apart on the 
kind of medical care plan Ken­ 
nedy had in mind. 
Ribicoff was a compromiser— 
he has lieen quoted as saying he 


has a weaknes.s for the “integritj 
of compromise”—and was willing 
to compromise on Kennedy’s med­ 
ical care and federal aid to edu­ 
cation programs. 
Jut how much of a compromis­ 
er Celebrezze is remains to be 
shown. But Ribicoff could hardly 
claim distinction for any fighting 
he may have done for Kennedy’s 
medical care plan. 
The medical care bill Ix rfore the 
Senate i.s a greatly watered-down 
version of what Kennedy asked 
for. Even if it passes the Senate, 
it’.s doulitful the more conserva­ 
tive House will approve.

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Medicare Issue Fizzled Out 


The Kennedy administration's “medicare” 
proposal has flopped in this session of Con- 
{Tress, as we felt sure it would. 
It was our belief that the politicians would 
{road the medical profession into a state of 
near-hvsteria over this proposal, then leave 
the doctors high arx! dry for the 1962 
congressional elections. 
What the politicians wanted, we felt sure, 
was the issue of medical care for this 
year’s congressional elections. They did not 
want “ medicare” to pass until they 
had 
squeezed the votes out of it. 
With this in mind, we suggested that doc­ 
tors do everything in their power not to ac­ 
commodate the opposition in a game doctors 
weren't skilled at playing. Needless to say. 
the doctors and their friends did not react 
to this favorably. 
They may have been right in putting up a 
strenuous fight. Perhaps they can regard it 
as practice for the fight they may have to 
put up in the next Congress, when pol­ 
iticians favoring some version of the Ken­ 
nedy “ medicare” proposal will go to work 
in earnest. 


AFTER THEIR .setback in 
the Senate 
Tuesday, some of the politicians may be 
having second thoughts about the political 
appeal of this issue. They always knew it 
wasn’t going to rally enough votes in the 
House to come close to passing, but thev 
thought it had an outside chance in the 
Senate. As such things go. it never had a 
chance there either—not on a 54-48 turndown 
at the climax. 
This may destroy it as a political issue. 
The way it turned out. most Americans 
rallied to their doctors instead of to “ med­ 
icare.” This doesn’t mean there isn’t still a 
problem of paying the sickness lulls of the 
elderly. It does mean that there’s no demon­ 
strable political mileage in a hassle over 
what most doctors insist would have been 
an entering wedge for socialized medicine. 
That point of view pretty well dead-ends 
any possibility of public intervention to cush­ 
ion sickness costs for elderly Americans 
who nm short of money in their twilight 
years. 
The alternative is a vast extension of what 
is in tieing now—more insurance setups to 
cover medical care costs that mount to 
ruinous W eis 


IT IS TRAGIC that the main source of 
the high cost of sickness is not the cost of 


keeping a doctor on the job but the cost of 
keeping a patient in a hospital. Yet ifs doc­ 
tors who get blamed and it seems as if they 
go out of their w*av to set themselves up 
as targets. 


What aging citizens (rf the United States 
are interested in Isn’t socialized medicine 
but a way of paying their sickness bills if 
they haven’t been able to set aside enough 
to cover all exigencies. 


They aren’t interested in socializing med­ 
icine, even if some politicians are. 
They aren’t interested in contributing to 
any federal snafu. 


They’re interested solely in what has be­ 
come a worrisome problem for millions who 
haven’t much left to look forward to but 
maintaining .solvency during their declining 
years. 


IT WAS OCR opinion at the lieginnmg of 
the medical care deflate early this year that 
none of the proposals was worthy of the 
grave problem 
that 
confronted 
a g i n g 
Americans. 
Out of that grew the conviction that the 
doctors shouldn’t let themselves lie marched 
into a sham battle with politicians. 
The “ medicare” issue now is dead as far 
as legislation is concerned. Whether it’s 
dead as far as votes in next November’s 
election are concerned is problematic. 
We suspect it was killed Tuesday afternoon 
in the U.S. Senate

They’re having a flap about Shakespeare's 
“birthplace” in Stratford Upon Avon, dubbed 
the “world’s biggest leg-pull” by Roderick 
Eagle, who claims it’s a phony. 
According to Eagle the house is scarcely 
IOO years old and not worth the awe with 
which it’s viewed by a quarter of a million 
visitors a year. Naturally, this point of view 
has stirred opposition 
in 
Stratford. 
Mr. 
Eagle’s tail feathers are tieing pulled oui, 
even if he is a literary expert. 


But mark well the official Stratford ex­ 
planation. It embodies the secret of Briton’s 
thriving industry of showing visitors historic 
places—ami there are hundreds of them. 


The house that purports to be Shakes­ 
peare’s birthplace, the explanation makes 
clear, is on the site of his proliable birth­ 
place. The house itself is 
a 
restoration, 
structurally accurate though not actually the 
house where Shakespeare was bom 


Everything we looked at, including the 
Shakespeare birthplace, was to some extent 
a restoration. Scaffolding is as much a part 
of the historic scene as functionaries selling 
tickets and fluttery ladies who take you 
around 
In the case of cathedrals all visitors are 
asked to contribute to this never-ending work, 
(Castles and historic places charge admission 
for upkeep 
Over the course of centuries

everything that existed originally has been 
replaced at least once. Even the structures 
now in ruins are kept that way by diligent 
maintenance.

bate on fallout shelters. If the dis­ 
cussion has at times generated 
more heat than bgbt. to me it 
has provided a notable example 
of American democracy at work. 


One of the by-products of our 
freedom of speech is that all of 
us can turn into overnight experts 
on any subject from baseball to 
moon flights And while this popu­ 
lar propensity may give the bona 
fide experts some pain, the more 
farsighted of them will welcome 
the interest of their grassroots 
colleagues — for only through the 
understanding and support that 
comes from free and open debate 
can progress be achieved. 
So it was with fallout shelters. 


LAST YEAR the IVeudenf of 
the United States, after carefully 
weighing the counsel of his scien­ 
tific, 
military, 
economic 
a n d 
diplomatic advisers, recommended 
the development of a nationwide 
system of fallout shelters. This. 
he emphasized, would provide the 
best insurance for the civilian pop­ 
ulation in case an enemy m is­ 
calculation should ever trigger a 
nuclear war. 
Immediately the debate broke 
out. People argued whether shel­ 
ters could really protect against 
fallout, whether they would be 
valueless b e c a u s e everybody 
would already be dead from blast 
and fire, whether preoccupation 
with shelters was creating a war 
psychosis and diverting 
( h it ef­ 
forts from winning the peace Sin- 
c-ere and intelligent citizens lined 
up on both sides of these ques­ 
tions. 


THE FACTS about fallout pro­ 
tection. 
as I know them, are 
these: 
In the unlooked for and un­ 
likely event of a nuclear attack 
on this country, fallout shelters 
could save tens of millions of 
lives through protecting those 
who survived the blast and heat 
effects in the target areas. 
While fallout shelters would 
save American 
lives, no one 
has suggested how they could 
kill or harm a single enemy. 
Thus they can in no sense be

considered as a threat to peace. 
Our over-all national defense 
must include capacity to sur­ 
vive an enemy strike as well 
as to retaliate. 
Civil 
defense. 
based on a sound 
system of 
fallout shelters, increases this 
capability. It is as simple as 
that. 
I carmot agree that emergency 
planning of this sort 
creates 
a 
“ war psychosis.” We have out­ 
grown the superstitition that buy­ 
ing life insurance is morbid. That 
flood control and tornado shelters 
show a preoccupation with dis­ 
aster. Or that requiring lifeboats 
on our ships indicates we con­ 
sider shipwreck to be inevitable. 


PARTICULARLY, I cannot sub­ 
scribe to the belief that providing 
“ survival insurance” in the form 
of fallout shelters somehow di­ 
lutes our efforts to achieve a just 
and lasting peace — though it is 
to their credit that

cerned with this question 
The facts of life are that in 
today’s 
world, 
preparedness 
is 
part of the price of peace. We do 
not hold back from keeping our 
military defenses strong, e v e n 
while we patiently negotiate to 
abolish both w'ar and the means 
of war Civil defense us no more 
than the shield m relation to the 
sword of military defense, 
WTule the public debate has 
been stimulating, and altogether 
in the American tradition.mean­ 
while the work of developing a 
fallout shelter system has been 
moving ahead 


ii U I E T L Y, without fanfare, 
teams of architects and engineers, 
trained rn special courses set up 
by the Defense Department and 
directed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers and the Navy Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, have been 
doing about the country on a na­ 
tionwide survey of available shel­ 
ter space —- on the sound principle 
of beginning with what we have. 
Today we have collected a vast 
amount of data identifying space 
where between 50 and 60 million 
people can be sheltered in exist­ 
ing structures. Local government 
and local building owners will de­ 
cide how much of this space will 
lie put to use. Most of it should be 
used. 
These shelter areas will now be 
marked and provisioned at federal 
expense with funds appropriated 
by the Congress last year.

It is that spending by the federal 
government, even if it produces 
deficits, will somehow, by some 
magic of its own. produce an eco­ 
nomic Utopia. 


If spending were the solution to 
economic ills, thai the United 
States 
should 
still 
he 
going 
through tie most prosperous 45- 
year period in its history. T h e 
World War I spending reached a 
peak of nearly $20 billion in 1919. 
At the end of World War II, spend­ 
ing reached another peak — near­ 
ly $100 billion — in 1945. 
The big war was over only five 
years when die Korean conflict 
sent federal spending upward to 
around $75 billion in 195.1. 
Instead of tapering off substan­ 
tially after the Korean War. the 
spending J uring the cold war has 
kept on climbing, and this year is 
bade up to around $90 billion. 
The idea that mere spending of 
money produces prosperity is fal­ 
lacious. It is the way the money 
is spent which counts — especially 
whether the funds are used in pri­ 
vate investment 
for productive 
purposes that last beyond just a 
short-term period 


THE KEY is not how much is 
spent, 
but what the money is 
spent for. Defense money expend­ 
ed on weapons doesn’t develop a 
high volume of transactions that 
percolate through 
the 
w h o l e 
economy. 
Private spending, on the other 
hand, usually is for goods that 
have a long-term value and that 
multiply the number of transac­ 
tions in the business world. 
A devastating rebuttal of the 
spending theory was made recent­ 
ly by Dr, Raymond J. Saulnier 
He war chairman of the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Advis­ 
ers from 1957 through I960, but 
his 
advice wasn’t 
always fol­ 
lowed. 
In a speech on June 18 before 
the Bahson Institute of Business 
Administration, he said in part: 
“ What recent history tells us 


about the effect of increases in 
federal spending is not very fav­ 
orable to the view that an econ­ 
omy such as ours can spend itself 
into prosperity via 
the federal 
budget . . . 
“ What this experience tells us 
is that, if the environment is not 
favorable to an increase in pri­ 
vate spending, an increase in fed­ 
eral spending, even a large in­ 
crease, is a well-nigh futile exer­ 
cise, . . . 
“In the fiist four months of this 
calendar year, the cash budget of 
the United States ran a deficit of 
close to $10 billion, on a seasonally 
adjusted annual-rate basis. In the 
comparable four months of the 
1958-59 recovery, the federal cash 
budget showed a .surplus of $4 6 
billion, (hi an annual-rate basis. 


“Yet the unemployment rate has 
actually 
been 
somewhat 
high­ 
er under the recent deficit than 
it was tinder the earlier surplus. 
There were clouds on the econom­ 
ic horizon in those months of sur­ 
plus in 1960, but it must be con­ 
ceded that the economc sky in 
1962, under very large deficits, is 
far from entirely clear ” 


DR. SAULNIER said pointedly 
that to those “who regard budget­ 
ary deficits ss a more or less 
guaranteed formula for producing 
a brisk recovery, the present cycle 
must be a veritable nightmare.” 
He argued bluntly that tax reduc­ 
tions will not by themselves furn­ 
ish a remedy. Ile added: 
“If there is a need to cut taxes 
in the expaasion phase of a cycle, 
when we already have a large 
deficit, then there is equally a 
need to consider whether we are 
now spending too much money on 
programs that make no contribu­ 
tion whatever to our capacity for 
growth and to consider whether 
we are doing other things, entire­ 
ly outside of the tax field, that 
are tending to suppress private 
investment spending. 
“ If this is what we are doing, 
and I think it is, then we carmot 
retrieve the situation with govern­ 
mental red ink. and very few real­ 
ly sophisticated people will believe 
that we can ” 


TUES IS a period of self-exami­ 
nation, and it is lieeommg clearer 
every day that across-the-board 
tax cuts or simplified tax rules on 
depreciation 
or other artificial 
measures will not and cannot of 
themselves do as much good for 
the economy as can a healthy re­ 
duction in unproductive expendi­ 
tures for armament and an avoid­ 
ance of excessive spending for so 
cial welfare programs that the na­ 
tional economy at this time can­ 
not really afford.

Anthony J. Celebrezze, Cleve­ 
land’s five - time m a y o r and 
President Kennedy’s choice for 
secretary 
of 
welfare, 
sounds 
cautious, like his Cabinet pre­ 
decessor. Abraham A. Ribicoff. 
But Celebrezze faces a lot of 
unfinished business that falls into 
three main fields: federal aid to 
education, medical care for the 
aged, and running the huge De­ 
partment of 
Health, 
Education 
and Welfare with its 70,000 em­ 
ployes. 


This 51 - year - old 
lawyer, 
a 
strong advocate of civil rights but 
with a conservative record as 
mayor, is considered a liberal in 
Cleveland. He is also an excellent 
politician, as his five mayoral vic­ 
tories show.

Ribicoff, who has called himself 
a middle-of - the * roader, didn’t 
make any enemies for himself, 
either. 


He was quoted by the Washing- 
on Star as saying, “It’s a very 
interesting thing that a careful, 
thoughtful analysis of the varying 
positions on the health-care ques­ 
tion indicates that some of these 
groups are not as far apart as 
they think they are." 
That must have been news to 
groups like the American Medi­ 
cal Association, the AFL-CIO and 
even the Kennedy administration, 
which were miles apart on the 
kind of medical care plan Ken­ 
nedy had in mind. 
Ribicoff was a compromiser— 
he has been quoted as saying he 
I 


has a weakness for the "integrity 


of compromise”—and was willing 
to compromise on Kennedy’s med­ 
ical care and federal aid to edu­ 
cation programs. 


Jut how much of a compromis­ 
er Celebrezze is remams to lie 
shown. But Ribicoff could hardly 
claim diMinction for any fighting 
he may have done for Kennedy’s 
medical care plan 


The medical care bill before the 
Senate is a greatly watered-down 
version of what Kennedy asked 
for. Even if it passes the Senate, 
it’s doubtful the more conserva­ 
tive House will approve. 


If it doesn t, Celebrezze will 
have it on his hands in 1963 or 
1964 For Kennedy, who Is expect­ 
ed to run again in 1964, can hard­ 
ly afford to let it die unaided It 
was his baby to begin with 
Kennedy’s plan of federal aid 
to education—with none of it go­ 
ing to Roman Catholic schools— 
is already gathering dust. 


The President, a Catholic, of­ 
fered it in 1961. But it was vig­ 
orously attacked by leaders of 
the Catholic Church, and it got 
a mixed reception in Congress. 
There it lies, dead for this ses­ 
sion 
No one is even talking of 
doing anything about it before 
Congress quits for 1962 Kennedy 
could let it stay dead for the next

lf he does it will lie another 
failure his critics can point to in 
the 1964 campaign, although ifs 
such a sore issue he may think it 
politically wiser to forget about, 
at least until after 1964. 


If, however, he tries to push it 
next year. Celebrezze will have to 
get involved in that also.

The 1963 budget, showing an in­ 
crease of $53,711 over the 1962 es­ 
timate, was adopted by the Wells- 
ville Board of Education at a spe­ 
cial meeting Wednesday night. 
llie board also di.scussed pre­ 
senting a new levy on the fall 
ballot to make up an anticipated 
deficit. The budget totals $842,711, 
compared with the 1982 figure of
